Chapter  150,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 

Section  6 — ^Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30  cause  it  to  be 
registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  city  or  town  wherein  said  dog  is  kept  and  shall  cause  it  to 
wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner's 
name,  and  bearing  attached  to  said  collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly 
marked  with  its  registered  number.  Said  tag  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  town  from  the  amount 
received  from  dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — ^The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen  of 
each  town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from  May  first  issue  a 
warrant  to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  constables  directing 
them  to  proceed  forthwith  either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all 
dogs  within  such  city  or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint 
against  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof;  and  any  person  may, 
and  every  police  officer  and  constable  shall  kill  or  cause  to  be 
killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and  wherever  found.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  G.  H.  STOWELL  FREE  LIBRARY 
To  the  Citizens  of  Cornish: 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  at  the  library.  A  Neighborhood 
Library  Meeting  was  held  in  June  with  thirty  six  librarians  and 
trustees  present.  Interesting  talks  on  children's  books,  book 
reviews,  and  aids  for  the  librarian  were  given.  After  the  business 
meeting  Miss  Ruth  Gaines  spoke  on  the  history  of  New  Hampshire 
Homespun  and  illustrated  by  spinning  flax  on  a  wheel. 

Exhibits  of  school  work  in  June,  collections  from  Florida  and 
foreign  countries  loaned  for  the  cabinet,  and  posters  and  book 
collections  from  the  schools  during  Book  Week  were  all  enjoyed  by 
visitors. 

Floors  were  re-varnished  and  the  columns  were  repaired  and 
painted,  but  other  planned  repairs  were  not  completed  due  to  the 
scarcity  of  skilled  labor. 

We  opened  the  Library  Wednesday  mornings,  at  the  request 
of  the  Selectmen,  and  loaned  the  use  of  two  rooms  to  Dr.  Lewin. 
The  librarian  thas  been  at  her  desk  at  this  time  and  loaned 
books  to  those  desiring  them.

Although  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  serving  yo,u  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  Acting  Superintendent  of  Schools  but  a  few  weeks,  I 
trust  you  will  not  consider  me  out  of  order  if  I  make  a  few  ob- 
servations ait  this  time. 

My  first  impression  of  your  schools  was  very  favorable.  The 
discipline  seemed  to  be  uniformally  good,  the  teaching  of  a  high 
order,  and  the  relaticpship  between  pupils  and  teachers  pleasant 
and  happy. 

These  conditions  reflect  credit  upon  your  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Walter  L.  Mason,  but  I  also  know  that  conditions  like  these 
mean  intelligent  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent,  on  the 
part  of  the  School  Board,  and  back  of  them,  the  support  of  an 
enlightened   citizenry. 

I  am  pleased  to  find  that  you  are  awake  to  the  sericus  prob- 
lems that  face  your  schools  in  these  critical  times, — the  growing 
scarcity  of  materials  of  all  sorts,  the  shortage  of  teachers,  the 
difficulties  of  transportation,  to  mention  but  a  few.

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REPORT  OF  THE   SCHOOL  NURSE 
January  1941 — January  1942 

The  advice  of  the  nurse  may  be  and  often  is  a  definite 
health  education  liability.  She  is  in  a  position  to  have  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  health  problems  of  individual  pupils  and  to 
make  direct  contacts  with  the  homes.
